The Springer Resolution. 
WASHINGTON, January 20.—The Springer 
resolution was ordered by the Committe on 
Post Offices and Post Roads—7 to 1, to be fa- 
vorably reported to the House at the earliest 
opportunity. The following is the text of the 
resolution: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Post- of- 
fives and ost- roads be instructed to inquire 
inte he expediency of establishing by law a 
telegraphic postal system under the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and also the cost 
of ‘reproducing facilities for trans- 
nitting telecraphie messages equal to those 
now possessed by existing corporations, and 
ius to the expense of operating the same with 
power to send for persons and papers and re- 
port atany time by bill or otherwise.

Against Consolidation. 


Telegraph Combination Looked Upon 
With Distrust and Disfavor.

What is Said at the Merchants’ and 
Cotton Exchanges. 


A Meeting This Evening to Protest 
Against the Gigantic Monopoly. 


At the Cotton Exchange early this morning 
a Post- DISPATCH reporter discovered a group 
of leading members earnestly discussing the 
plan to be proposed for relief, at the meeting 
to take place this afternoon. <A series of reso- 
lutions will be presented, which condemn in 
strong terms the consolidation of the 
telegraph companies, The Cotton Exchange 
of St. Louis looks with disfavor upon this ef- 
fort of concentrated capital and regards it asa 
monstrous monopoly which should not be tol- 
erated by business men. The resolutions will 


embody an expression of hearty sup- 
port on the part of the Cot- 
ton Exchange to any movement in 


New York or elsewhere which will secure to 
merehants and business men a new company, 
to be formed for the purpose of snbserving 
mercantile interests, which shall be entirely 
free from the influence of monopolies and to 


which no power shall be given to lease, bargain, 
sell or consolidate. The new company shall be 
run upon an economical basis, affording fair 
interest upon the investment. The Cotton 
Exchange disapproves of the consolidation as 
an effort to extort exorbitant charges from 
the mercantile community to pay interest up- 
on a consolidated capital of $80,000,000 for 
property not worth half that amount. 

Among those who were gathered around 
talking over the matter a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter observed Wm. M. Senter, Otto Mag- 
nus, Wm. Jackson, A. A. Paton, J. Schwab, 
H. C. Humphrey, John T. Watson, J. I. 
Sloss, S. Bouvier, George D. Fisher, J. W. 
Stegall, J. R. Picton, Charles Carson, Wm. L. 
Black and others. 

Mr. Senter said: The sentiment of the Ex- 
change is unanimous. We are all opposed to 
the monopoly. It means no good to anybody 
outside the stockholders. Whatever New 
York does in the way of forming a new com- 
pany, St. Louis will heartily support. 

C. W. Simmons, the secretary, said that the 
consolidation would doubtless have the effect 
of keeping up high rates. The meeting this 
afrernnon would bring out à strong attend- 
anee of cottonZnerchants, and the expression 
would be strongly in favor of a new company. 

John I. Watson and several others thought 
that the matter could best be remedied by the 
vovernment assuming contro) of the telegraph 
service. The gigantic efforts of monopolists 
now-a-days rendered it necessary for the gov- 
ernment in the interest of people to take 
charge of the telegraph business. 

ON ’CHANGE 

most of the members were disposed to, talk 
liberally. They did not care about becoming 
indignant and expressing themselves against 
the consolidation of the telegraph companies 
until they saw that it was the intention of the 
companies to advance rates. Then they might 
probably take some action. There had been 
some talk upon the floor of holding a meeting 
and taking the sense of the Exchange upon 
this consolidation, but after an informal dis- 
cussion among some of the leading members 
it was determined to wait developments be- 
fore taking any action in the matter. It is 
hardly likely, however, that the Exchange 
will §stanc an udvunce in rutes 
without a vigorous protest. Under the pres- 
ent rates the merchants are enabled to trans- 
act a great deal of business by telegraph, as 
well as keeping their correspondents at other 
points well posted on the markets. But with 
rates restored to what they were before the 
American Union came into the field, this lib- 
eral telegraphing would be cut into greatly, as 
the merchants could not afford the expenge. 
As one gentleman said, I know to a house 
like mine, which now pays from 3500 to $1,000 
each month for telegrams, an advance in rates 
will make a great difference, increasing, as it 
probably will, our expenses fifty per cent.“ 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter saw a number 
of the merchants on ’Change, and asked their 
opinion upon the consolidation of the tel- 
graph companies and the probable effect upon 
rates, with the following result: 

Mr. MeEnnis. I do not see that there is 
any use in charging the telegraph companies 
with wrong intentions before it is really 
known that they really contemplate doing so. 
[| believe they are too smart to antagonize the 
business community. They are business men, 
und will hardly attempt to advance rates when 
there is so much money inthe country seek- 
ing investment and able to start an opposition 
company if thought proper. These telegraph 
companies probably see that they can reduce 
expenses by consolidating, and of course make 
more money as one company at present rates 
than three companies could.“ 

Chas. E. Slayback—“I think that this con- 
solidation will tend to make a vast monopoly, 
and I eonsider a monopoly such as this will be 
as dangerous tothe country. I would much 
rather see competition in all lines of business. 
It is more than likely that rates will be ad- 
vaneed,”? 

S. W. Cobb— My opinion is that it will 
make a great monopoly. Old rates will be re- 
stored and we will once more be at the mercy 
of these corporations. With opposition in the 
tield rates were cut down full fifty per cent 
and we were enabled to keep the country 
ted on the markets at a mere nominal cost, 
mit noy we will go back into the old groove

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OUR POPULATION. 


A Comparison With the Great Nations 


of Europe. 
From the New York Sun. 

The superintendent of the census reports 
that the population of the United States is 
50,152,550. When the returns have been un- 
ally corrected some-changes may be made in 
this total, but they will probably. be slight. 
Our population in 1870 was 38,008,371. We 
have, therefore, gained in the ten, years since 
then 11,504,188 inhabitants. This is an in- 
crease nearly as great as the whole population 
fifty years ago. 8 

Compared with the great nations of Europe, 
the United States show a grenter population 
than any, except Russia, which contains over 
72,000,000 of inhabitants. Against our 50,152,- 
, Germany shows 42,727,360: Austria-Hun- 
gary, 37,351,420; France, 36,905, 780; Great 
Britain and Ireland, 34,160,000; Italy, 27,769, - 
475: Spain, 16,526,511. The total population 
of Europe is given by the Almanach de Gotha 
as 311,768,713. Hence we have even now 
only one-sixth as many inhabitants, though. 
our aurea and that of Europe as a whole are 
nevriy equal,

of the returns of the last census of the eight 
States of largest population, compared with 
the census of 188:

The greatest gain in population, for obvious 
“reasons, is taking place in the far west, and 
When the next census is readv we shall tind 
nllof these States, with onc exception, show- 
ing a population excecding a million, while 
Texas will be likely to take its place among 
the six most populous States of the Union. 
Kansas also promises to rival Massachusetts 
in the number of its Inhabitants. Whereas 
there are now nineteen States with a popula- 
tion of over a million, there are likely to be 
twenty-six in 1890. 

The growth in the population of the cities of 
the union has been great and siznificant in the 
Ist- ten ears. Weare gathering a larger pro- 
portion of our inhabitants in cities than any 
other country, and vet we still Vast 
areas of unoceupicd tand. Whereas in [S70 there 
were thirty-six cities with a population of 
S0,000 and over the number has now increased 
to sixty-four. That is, about one-sixth of our 
population is now crowded together in these 
larve cities. Fiftv vears age, including all 
Cities OF 8,000 inhabitants and over, the pro- 
portion was only one-sixteenth. 

This increasing tendency of population to ag- 
vrevate in the great citics is one of the evils of 
modern civilization. It breeds social dangers, 
Which our municipal systems are now proving 
themselves unable to cope, and it makes the 
question of city government one of the most 
serious With which the people had to deal.

She talks to-day of her veneration 

and regard for Mr. Curtis, and says Mrs, 

Curtis deeply wronged her, 


Present Danger in Eating Quail, 
From the Washington Republican. 

A Republican representative ran against a 
Well-known Nimrod last night, Who whisper- 
cd to him the following story: “It will be 
recoliected that at the time Buchanan was in- 
augurated, alarge number of persons were 
3 aten certain prominent Washington 
tcl The winter immediately preceding the 
inauguration was an unusually hard one. The 
proprietor of the hotel, to please his guests, 
had procured, as is stated, all the quail in the 
surrounding country. These birds had been 
starved to such an extent that they were com- 
pelled to feed upon poisonous berries and 
leaves untiltheir flesh became thoroughly 
permeated with the poison. The birds have 
been starved for weeks, and are 
now feeding upon such berries 
and duds as make their flesh poi- 
sonous. The deep snows in the guntry pre— 
vent the birds from receiving th#lr usual sus— 
tenunce froin seed and the sands or small 
gravel Which assist in digesting and assimi- 
lating the same, and consequently they are 
driven to those modes of sustaining life whieh, 
While they may be useful to themselves for 
the time being, render their flesh highly in- 
jurious to human beings as articles of food. 
The birds are being killed at the present time 
by shooting and trapping, and the country 
people who offer the same in market are en- 
tirely ignorant of the terrible and = insidious 
poison Which e they are daily distributing. All 
through the adjacent country of Maryland and 
Virginia we have what is known as the poison 
oak. This is avine which bears berries very 
similarto those of the wild grape-vines The 
touch of **poison oak“ is dreaded by all who 
travel the woods. Its contact so swells the 
hands and face us to almost render the in- 
dividual unrecognizable by his friends in a 
few moments. The quail. at this season of the 
year, seeks the poisonous berries which grow 
upon the vine, 


A Remarkable Thief. 
From the New York Sun. 

The Eastern Penitentiary, Philadelphia, 
contains at this moment a remarkable new ar- 
rival in the person of George Woodward, aged 
about 40. Woodward, when a boy, was en- 
gaged in cattle raising with his parents, in 
Ohio, and early developed an unconquerable 
ea gong for horse stealing. This brought 
Um many vears ago to where he is now, hit 
at the expiration of his sentence his friends 
set him up in business, which he afterward 
relinquished in favor of his favorite pursuit, 
and again returned to jail—for thirteen years. 
Although he has no hands, only stumps, he is 
so clever a workman that he surpassed all the 
other convicts, and when he had saved $200 he 
sentfor a lawyer, who contrived to get him 
pardoned, and again he was started in 
business. But he has been at it again in his 
old line, thaugh, apparently, under legal ad- 
Vice. lie stole a whole drove from a Dela— 
ware county farmer, and the low price at 
Which he offered the animals in Philadelphia 
led to his detection. Ile says that in stealing 
the cattle all from one person he acted sys- 
tematically, explaining that he could be in- 
dicted only on one bill under those eirtum— 
stances, whereas, had he taken the same pum- 
ber (eight) of cattle from different persons he 
could have been indicted and sentenced on 
eight different bills, making his sentence 
equivalent to impriponment for life. Under 
his preven sentence he got the full extent of 
the law (five vears), though the farmer from 
whom the cattle were stolen took pity on him 
and did not press the case.

OIL IN RUSSIA. 


America Likely to be Deprived of One of 
its Greatest. Monopolies. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 


Russin is likely soon to deprive this country 


of one of its staple monopolies. A year or two 
ago one of our observing Consuls in Germany 
noted the fact that Russian petroleum was 
beginning to appearinthe Western markets 
of Europe. He gave no hint, however, of the 
extent of the oil deposits that our rivals hud 
to draw from. Consul Dyer, who has been at 
Odessa for many years, now supplements his 
colleague’s announcement with some figures 
and facts that may set our Pennsylvania pro- 
ducers pondering. It has been asserted that 
many parts of the Eastern dominions of Rus- 
sia abounded in oil secretions and it was one 
of the main grounds of British opposition 
to the Muscovite possession of the euast- 
ern coast of the Black Sea that the oil pro- 
duce of Lower Armenia might go wholly into 
her rival's pgssession, and that the possession 
of Batoum would facilitate the trade in it, 
The oil region now working is farther north- 
ward, on the Caspian Sea, and covers the 
country about Baku. In 1872a company for 
the tirst time set to work to make use of the 
answered to the 
most primitive method. of collection. Of wells, 
in the American Sense of the word, there 
were none. Mere holes pumped into the 
vround answered all practical purposes for 
the emission of the liquid into suce rude re- 
ceptacles as the company provided. When 
Consul Dver wrote, early in the autumn, there 
were between 400 and 500 of these openings at 
various depths of 350 to 700 feet. 
These are in many cases described 
us flowing fountains, vielding a8 bigh as six 
hundred barrels per diem. The spontaneous 
flow is in most eases limited to from three to 
four months when pumping is requisite. Thus 
far the means for refining are so imperfect and 
the difticulties of transportation so great that 
the vield, though unlimited and apparently 
inexhaustible, has hardly eveated an effect on 
the market. The wells are so far from lines 
of transportion,rail or Water, thyt for the mo- 
ment the oil is largely wasted, or, if not, sold 
ut such a price as to barely cover the cost of 
production. This, however, is now to be 
changed. A railroad, three hundred and six- 
iv miles long, is in process of construction, 
which ix to le provided With 
oil tanks, and within the next two vears the 
European market can be fullvsupplied by this 
immense reservoir. To-day it sells in the city 
of Baku for six cents a barrel, and is used for 
irrigation. In the city itself it is used as a sort 
of a pavement, hardening instantly and forin- 
ing a compact coating capable oftwo or three 
days“ endurance. In agldition to the railroad 
projected, a pipe line from Tiflis to Pati, on 
the Black Sea, Is a scheme of the near future 
Which will enable the company to put the oil 
into the remotest European market for about. 
half the cost of the American article. Even 
as it is the prices are perilously ¢closeto the 
American articic, from Baku to Londen 71 10, 
or about A per barrel. 


A Foolish Woman.

By this 
time every article of her clothing, except her 
woolen stockings, had been burned to a ein— 
der. Physicians were hurriedly summoned, 
hut it was seen at once that she had been fa- 
tally burned. Her whole body, from the neck 
down, Was a mass of blisters and half-roasted 
flesh. The unfortunate woman was but 
twenty-three years of age, and died late this 
afternoon,

The talk of this and the surrounding towns 
for the last few days has been an elopemeut, 
which is one of the queerest known in this 
State for a long time. The parties to the affair 
are Lida Squires, the daughter of a respect- 
able well-to-do widow, and Edward Johnson, 
alaborer for several months past on Mrs, 
Squires’ farm. What makes the ease so pecu- 
liur is the fact that the girl is only twelve years 
of age, while Johnson is thirty-five. He is not 


a bad-looking fellow, but is eaurse and ignor- 


ant, and docs not bear a very 
good reputation. He had not been long in the 
family before he became extremely friendly 
[ He would frequently steal 
away from his work to accempany her te and 
from school, and before long it was noticed 
that their relations appeared to be rather those 
of lovers than such as would have been natural 
between a middle-aged man and a mere child, 
no matter how much attached they might be 
toeach other. This was extremely annoying 
tothe girl’s mother, but she did not dream 
that the intimacy would result as it has, and 
therefore did not send Johnson away. 

On the morning of Friday, the 7th inst., the 
virl started to go to school as usual. Johnson 
met her on the way, and after some conversa- 
tion he returned to the house, where, as has 
since been ascertained, he went to her room 
and got her bonnet. Returning to the girl, 
she put on the bonnet in place of the heod she 
wore on leaving the house. She made no 
further changes in her dress. and took along 
no extra Wardrobe. Johnson was equipped 
with his ordinary clothes, 315 in cash, and 
iwo revolvers. Miss Lida did not stop at 
school that morning, but with J&hnson walkea 
to Brooktie'd Station, a tramp of several miles. 
There they took the train to South Norwalk, 
where they arrived last evening. They went 
toa hotel and registered as man and wife. 
The girl's vouthful costume was partly hidden 
under a long cloak, but still her extreme 
vouthfulness aroused suspicion and ded to 
Johnson’s being sharply questioned. He de- 
clared, however, that they had been married 
for two weeks, and the landlady then gave 
them a room. 

Search for the missing pair was begun at the 
instunce of the girl’s mother and her other 
relatives as soon as their flight became known. 
Lida’s brother-in-law making two or three 
visits to Bridgeport after information, and en- 
caging the services of Sheriff Sanford to aid 
him in the search. On Saturday afternoon 
Deputy Sheriff Bartram saw a couple in the 
street in Bridgeport who impressed him as 
being the ecloping pair from Southbury. IIe 
saw the man beg money from the girl, and 
then leave her to g into a saloon. Sheriff 
Sanford andthe brother-in-law, who were 
about starting for New York to hunt for the 
pair were informed and they followed them to 
u house in East Bridgeport. Neither seemed 
tobe much disconcerted upon seeing their 
visitors and learning their object. 

“We're married, I tell vou, '“ said Johnson, 
mund here's the document to prove it. 
With this he produced a paper, which surely 
enough attestedtheir marriage. It was cer- 
tified to by the signature of a Methodist minis-. 
ter at Pound Ridge, who, unless the certitiente 
ix forged, united the strange couple in the 
bonds of matrimonv. 
ly believe that a clergyinan or any civil officer 
could have so abused his authority, but the 
document bore everv mark of being what it 
purported to be. 

Johnson said that the girl ran away with 
him of her own free will, and this assertion 
she corroborated, as she did all his pther state- 
ments.

Max. Strakosch to Time.

Evansville, Ind., ix a town of more than gt. 
teen inhabitants, andt berefore, in accordane 
With the unwritten law of the greut West, hy». 
un “*Opera-house’”’? instead of an Acute 
of Music”’—only such towns. as have twenty. 
tive inhabitants and upwards being entitled t, 
the latter. The people of Evansville are ex. 
ceptionally intelligent and are jealously ten. 
ciev's of their rights, Last week the town wa, 
stirred to its very center by the rumor that an 
attempt was about to be made to deceive and 
impose upon the inhabitants, and the Way in 
Which the alleged attempt Was resented re.

When it was announced in the local Ewan, 
ville papers that Mile. Marie Roze would ap- 
ear as Carmen, in the Evansville Oper).

If there is anvthing which 
thut town particularly delights in it is Ttaliag 
opera, and it was felt thet it the reputation of 
Evansville as one of the greatest musical gen- 
ters of the United States was to be suppertedl, 
the Opera-house must be filled with an audl- 
ence cager to welcome Mile. Roze and bee 
trick mules. When the opern company ar- 
rived, and it Was ascertained that Carmen was 
not, Strictly speaking, «a cireus spectacle, and 
that Mile. Roze was simply a singer, wholly 
unconnected with mules or horses, there was 
no decrease of the general enthusiasm, and 
everybody szid it was the duty of Evansville 
to hear her, and to judge if she was really ws 
ereat a singer as Jenny Lind, or ang member 
of the Hutchinson family.

The Mixed Article Declared an Improve- 
ment on the Farm-House 
Product. 


“Yes, sir; I'm the man. I sell this suine, 
ds vou call it. Here's my card, sir.“ 

The Posr-Drsrarcen report took the paste- 
board and read:

„sell butterine, and am not ashamed to 
have it known. You wantto know all about 
it? Well, I'll tell you just what it’s made of 
and how we sell it, and wherein we claim to be 


conferring a blessing on the butter- 
eating community. Let me say _ first 
that I sell this butterine for just what it is. 
I don’t sell a pound of it except as lardine or 
butterine. Sometimes the parties who order 
it of me specify that the tubs are not to be 
marked. When they do so I respect their 
wishes. Otherwise Linvariablv have the label 
put on. This butterine has been sold here 
nbout four or five months. L. E. Fitts & Co., 
Duvis Brothers and Fairbanks, all of Chicago, 
have representatives here. I represent the 
first numed.” 

“You said something about 
tion?” . 

“Yes, Ill give vou the receipt for butterine. 
The lard, only the leaf can be used, is taken 
trom the hog as soon as the 
entrails can be removed, It is ground 
or minced, then steamed and cooled and the 
smell and taste removed. Choice sweet dairy 
butter—no winter roll or old grease of any 
kind can be used—is added to it, and then the 
flour of puinpkin is put in to give the rich yel- 
low color. All the ingredients are kept as 
clean in the manufactory as it is possible to 
keep them. The place where lardine is made 
ix not like the dirty kitchen of many a farm- 
house, whence the butter, so dirty the makers 
can’t eat itthemselves, is sent offto town to 
be worked over by the hashers and sold as 
choice creamery.’’ 

There seems to be a good deal of uncer- 
tainty about this butter business!“ 

es, there is, and it's my opinion 
good butterine that you know all about 
a, better thing than butjer 
worked up from the nasty refuse of the mar- 
ket in some top story of a second street house 
and palmed off on an unsuspecting public. 
There’s false pretenses in that. I sell butter- 
ine for just exactly what it is.”’ 

„o the grocers retail it for just what it is?“ 

„No, I don’t suppose they do. They could, 
though, if people only understood the sub- 
ject. Why, it’s a notorious fact dairymengall 
over the country are mixing lard with their 
butter. They are all doing clumsily what we 
do skilfully. There's one house in Chicago 
turning out daily five thousand pounds of 
this neutral; that’s the lard in the man- 
ufactured state before the butter and 
the flour of pumpkin are added. And what 
do you suppose they are doing with it? Mak- 
ing butterineY Nota pound. They are ship- 
ping it all to dairy and creamery men, who do 
their own mixing. When I was up there some 
days ago I asked the manufacturer if he wasw’t 
¢oing to turn out some butterine, and he told 
me he was not. He was two weeks behind in 
his orders for neutral to be shipped to the 
country and there seemed no way to satisfy 
the demand.“

extent to Which the traffic in butterine has 
grown in St., Louis!“
